Many ships which would not
have undertaken the route near the
English const now are expected to en-
gage caroos and brive the farther
north route.

This, it s believed, will in time re-
move congestion to m certain extent,
but it is pointed out that timid shi
pere and ship owners still refuse to ris
their ships in view of the wide xone e
tablished. 1t is believed time will be
required to entircly restore confidence
among seamen, cxpecially those who
have charge of uoutrnl vessels, udpre-
tected by guoe .
